Prophet like unto thee ſhall the LORD thy GOD 
raiſe up. 8 

THE higheſt ſort of Revelation was among the 

ews called Gradus Moſaicus ||. They conceive of 

It as an Immediate Divine Impreſſion on the Under- 
ſtanding, without fear, amazemenr or fainting, They 
think that He only among the Prophets preſerv'd his 
ordinary temper under che higheſt Revelarions of 
GOD to Him. Whereas Dauiel and John, the fa- 
yourire Prophet and Apoſtle, fainred under their 
Viſions ; yet were they Men b:ghly beloved and of 
an excellent Spirit. 

TO this Zoſes now our LoRD Jrxsus appeals in 
my Text: He ſhall ſpeak and witneſs for Him to the 
Jews: He their own Prophet and Lawgiver ſhall ' 
be their Judge: By bis writings they ſhall be Con- 
vinced or Condemned: He accuſes them {or their 
Unbeliet and In fidelity. Had the Jews but heeded and 
rightly underſtood what Moſes had wrote, they 
would have believed in and received our LORD 
Jesus. In rejecting Him they did in effect deny and 
reject Moſes himſelt. | in 

THIS is our SaviouR's Argument in my Text, 
and it was ad Homines; the beſt that could be to 
have convinc'd the Jews, and 1 hope it appears co 
You much to our preſent purpoſe on ſuch a Ones 
Converſion to the Faith in Chriſt, and Submiſhon to 
rhe Baptiſin of Jesus, Hd ye beticved Moſes ye” 
would have believed Me, for he wrote of Me.

And this was the 
manner of our LORD and his Apoſtles always. See 
Luk. 24. 27. And beginning at Moſes and all the. 
Prophets, be ex bounded thro' all the Scriptures the 
things concerning bimſe f. And ſo the Apoſtles 
converted rhe World, witneſſing both to ſinall and 
great and ſaying none other things than thoſe which 


be Prophets and Moſes did fay ſbould come, This 
way Paul took (in the wiſdom of GOD) to con- 


vince his Countrymen at Rome; Acts 28. 23. He ex- 
pounded and teſtified the Kin dom of GOD, fer- 
wading them concerning Feſus, both out of the Lam 
of Moſes, and out of the Prophets, from morning 
2 evening. A moſt deli-htful' Argument, and 
Which woul1 hold one much Jonger and not tire him. 
J may ſay of it, as the Diſciples in the preſence of 
their transfigured LORD did, while Moſes and 
Elias talke l with Him, — It is good to be here 
BUT I have onlv a few zninutes allow'd me to 
Thow you from Moſes that JESUS is the Chriſt, 1 
Can only give you a ſhort Specimen out of his writ- 
zngs. We believe the writings of Moſes, therefore 
we believe in CaRIiT, I can only lay before you 
a few. ſelect Inſt ances out of the firſt Book of Moſes, * 
ealſled Geneſis. As, 1. the Prom ſe of the ſecd of 
tbe Woman to break the Serpents head. 2 Abel's 
acceptable Sacrifice. 3. The promiſes and Covenant 
of GOD given to Abraham, And 4. The Bleſſing 
of Judah. — In many other Inftances, Moſes 
wrote of Chriſt, but theſe are ſome of rhe moſt E- 
eninent which ly firs in the Order of his Vritings. 


I. PASSING over what the Apoſtle ſays 
concerning Adam that he was the figure of Him 
that was to come; I inſiſt upon the firſt and very 
Famous Promiſe of aSAV TOUR unto miſerable 
Man upon his fall; Namely, that HE ſhould be rhe 
Seed of the Woman and ſhould bruiſe the has 4 
go 2 N ee ee 
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head, which ſhould bruiſe his beel. Gen. 3. 15. 
This is ſo fully anſwer'd and explained in the Account 
we have of the Conception, birth and death of cur 
LoRD Jxsus, that nothing can be more plain and 
familiar. He was born of a Virgin, made of 4 Wo- 
man, by the power of the Highe : A Virgin did 
concerve and bare a Son, and the Holy thing born of 
Her was the Son of GOD. See and compare Iſai. 
7. 14. with Matt h. 1. 23. Luke 1. 35. and Gal. 4 
Chriſt's Heel was His 8 Nature wherein He 
trod upon our Earth: This was bruiſed in His Cru- 
ciſixion a Death: But at the ſame time the Serpents 
he. d was broken hereby, the Kingdom and works of 
the devil deſtroyed by it. 
MMaimonides, the great Fewiſh Doctor ard Inter- 
preter, juſtly admir'd this paſſage, (as Bp. Patrick 
quotes him ) © That the Seed of the Woman ſhould 
« be only mentioned an not of Adam, This (ſaid he) 
te is one of the paſſages in Scriprure which is moſt 
te wonderful, and not to be underſtood according to 
the Lerter, but contains great wiſdom in it. 
VERY true, Great is this Myſtery of Godlineſs, 
God manifeſted in the fiſh, to deſtroy the Works: 
of the devil. The Son of GOD took our Nature 
of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary; the Old Serpent, 
which is the devil and ſatan, did all that he could 
to deſtroy Him by Temptations and Per ſectit ions; 
in the fir way he prevailed nothing, the Evil one 
came and found nothing in Him; in the Iaſt way 
he reach'd his beet, His Body and Fleſh, which was 
bruiſed indeed in His Crucifixion 3 but by that wo! 
meays the devil himſelf was conquerꝰ l and vanquiſh, 
and Mankind redeemed ; and ſo the Serpents head 
was broken, Heb.2. 14. Thro' death He deſtroyed 
him that bad the power of death, that is, the devil, 
SO that CHRIST our. Saviour, as revealed to us 
by the Goſpel, in the manner of His Incarnation 
and in the End and glorious ſruit of His Death, was 
RES ay ff! ˙ ks 
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more obſcurely revealed ro Adam as ſoon as he bad 
fallen. The Sum of the Myſtery of CHRIST is un- 
deniably conrained and deliyc1ed in this Prediction; 
It ſhall bruiſe thy head, and thou ſhalt bruiſe his heel. 

CHRIST's heel was liter lle bruiſed, when His 


Feet were pierced and nailed to the Crofi, bur then 
the Serpents head was broien becauſe CHRIST did 


on the Croſs ſpoil Principalities and Powers, tri- 
umpbing over them, Col, 2. 15. This then as it is 
among the firſt, ſo the moſt Eminent pailages in 
the Writings of Moſes to be Interpreted concerning 
CHRIdT. | 


II. I Inftance in Abel's Sacrifice and Su. 


Ferings. Righteous Abel . who has been eſteemed 
a beautiful Type of Chriſt in his Sanctity, in his 
acceptable Sacrzfice, and in his Sufferings and Mar- 
tyrdom : Only the Blood of JESUS ſpeaketh better 
things than the blood of Abl, Heb. 12 24. 

IT appears from Abel; Offering, of the firſt-lings 
of his flock and of the fat thereot, and the I ORD's 
having reſpect thereto ; Gen, 4. 4. That Sacrificing 
was certainly an Inftituted mode of Worſhip from 
the fall of Mun, a Poſitive Law given to Adam 


without which it would never have enter'd into 


Adams or Abels heart to haye offer'd the bloody 
Victims of Bei ſts unto GOD. 

I am not ignorant that ſome of the Learned 
Rabbis, + and by name Maimomges, R. Levi Ben 
Gerſon, and Iſaac Abrabenel, and with them rhe 
Learned Hugo Grotins, have thou»tt and taught 


otherwiſe : But I think 1 have right Reaſon and the 


whole Tenor of Scripture, as well as the Conſent of 
Chriftian Doctors in what I have ſaid. It doth nor 
ſeem at all probable, as Bp. Patt ick on the place 


fays, that Adam would have preſumed to have in-

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vented a way of Worſhip, by killing Beaſts and 
burning their fat: E pecially ſince one cannot find any 
Inclination to it in Nature. Poubtleſs he had the 
Direction of God herein, and probably thoſe Beaſts 
of whoſe Skins the Lori) made Cloathing tor our 
fallen Parents were the rt >a-rifices otier'd to GOD. 
Eu ſebius therefore v ell judges ti ar this way of Wor- 
ſhip was not taken up by chance, nor by a Humane 
Motion. I wonder not therefore at all that Plato 
ſhould be at ſuch a loſs about this Rite of Worſhip, 
as to ſay that it was not poſſible for our mortal 
Nature to know the reaſon of it. Nor has it fur- 
Priz'd me to find thoſe that were eno* Maſters of 


Reaſon among the Gentiles, H having long before 


Joſt the Notices of the Divine Original Inſtitution 
and of the reaſon thereof, did ridicule as far as they 
durſt the Sacrifices of their days as a fooliſh piece of 
Superſtition ; ir ſeeming very Abſurd to them to 
ſuppoſe the Deity ſhoul4 be ple ſed in, or ſerved 
acceptably by, the blood of Brafts, And I conteſs 
that to the bare reaſon of Mankind, unenlightened 
by the Holy Scriptures, it might well look ſo, But 
now Chriſtianity makes plain to us the Reaſon and 


End of the Inſtitution of Sacrifices from the be- 
ginning. - | 
MAN had by Sin forfeited his life, his Sorel, into the 
hand of GOD's avenging Juſtice, GOD had given unto 
Man the promiſe of a Saviour, and a Covenant of 
Life, Pardon and Salvation. To obtain this for us the 
SON of GOD was to take our Nature in his ap- 
pointed time, and therein die a Sacrifice for Sin, and 
make his Soul an Offering by the ſhedding his pre- 
cCious Blood. Now as typical hereof and ro direct 
the eyes and Faith of Mankind to the Great Sacri- 
fice in the Death of their Saviour, GOD inſtituted 
to Adam and to his Poſterity until the time of the 
Death of CHRIST the Worſhipping him by Sacri- 
Jices; being the Offering of the Lives and blood of 


fome 
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Tome Beaſts to Him in a ſolemn and religious man- 
ner directed by Him. | _ 
_ ACCORDINGLY we may be ſure that Adant 
pradtis'd himſelf, and alſo inſtructed his Children in 
the Mode of worſhipping GOD by Sacrifice, and in 
the meaning thereof, Whence it was that Abel 
offer'd bis excellent Sacrifice : He exercis'd Faith in 
the great Sacrifice ef bis SAV ICUR, which was to 
rake away Sin ; he look'd to the Great Sacrifice of 
Attonement in the ſenſe of Mans Sin and A poſtacy 
trom GOD: . He humbled himſelf before his Judge, 
deprecated Divine Wrath, and implored Forgiv.nels, 
y Faith in the promiſed Saviour, | 
CERTAINLY Abels faith, celebrated by the 
Apoſtle, had this reſp.& to GOD's Inſtitution, and 
to rhe [Promiſe of a Redeemer, who in the typical 
Reference of theſe firſt Sacrifices was the Lamb [lain 
From the foundation of the World, Rev, 13.8. It 
is the firſt Figure left on Record o CHRIST's death, 
and of the infinite pleaſure that GOD hath therein. 
| I paſs over Fnoch's tranſlation, and Noah's pre. 
Jervation; and come to the third Inftance, 5 


III. IN the Covenant and Promiſes of GOD 
given unto Abraham, On this I ſhall enlarge a little. 
« Abrabam was a typical Head of GOD's Church 
and Covenant People: CHRIST is the true Head, 
To Abraham and to his Seed were the Promiſes 
made, fo are the Promiſes of the Eternal Inheritance 
to the Elett in Chriſt. In Abrabam were the two 
Diſpenſations of the Covenant of Grace ſhadowed 
out, the Legal and the Evangelical, See Gal. 4. 22, 25. 
Moreover, Abrabams illuſtrious Submiſſions to the 
Win of GOD, and the Glorious Inſtances of his 
entire and abſolute Obedience thereunto, . may be 
eſteemed very bright Figures of the perfect Obedience 
of our LORD JESUS, both Active and Paſſive. His

offering up his Fſaac at GOD's Call is a kind of fi” 
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gure of the FA'LHER's not ſparing his Only be” 
gotten Son, but delivering Him up for us all. 
And his prevailing Interceſſions for others, is no ob- 
{cive Shadow of the Efficacious Mediation of 
CHRIST. To be particular, : 
1. VERY famous is the Promiſe and Bleſſing 
given to Abraham, and three times over repeared 
to him, Gen. 12. 3. In thee ball all the Families of the 
Earth be bleſſed, 18. 18. Al the Nations of the 
Earth ſhall be bleſſed in bim. 22. 18. And in thy 
Sced ſhall all the Nations of the earth be bleſſed. 
Verily there is fome mighty Bleſſing contained in 
theſe Words; of Univerſal and Everlaſting extent, 
not only to the Natural ſeed and Poſterity of Abra- 
ham, but to all People and Languages under Heaven; 
to be obtained for them and derived to them by this 
Promiſed SEED, The Apoſile to the Galatiafls 
gives us the true Interpretation and only Fulfilment 
of this Promiſe, Gal. 3. 7, 8, 9,44, 16. The Scrip- 
ture foreſeeing that GOD would jufify the Hea- 
then through faith, preached before the Goſpel unto 
Abraham, ſaying, In thee ſhall all Nations be bleſ.

It held forth rhe ſufferings of 
CHRIST, whoſe blood began to be ſhed in His Cir. 
cumciſion. He bare one N even from His Cra- 
dle in His holy fleſh: for as He Knew no Sin, fo He 
needed not to have been Circumciſed, but as He was 
made Sin, and under the Law for us. Circumciſion 
ſhadowed forth the ſpotleſs and glorious Righteorf- 
neſs of the Promiſed Seed; His Perſonal Purity aud 
Holineſs and the Spirituality and Sanctiry of His 
Laus: That the Sinner muſt be Holy and Spiritual 
like Him in heart and life, an! by faith in Him ſtand 
Holy and as withour Sin in the fight of GOD. 

AS therefore we now are buried with Chriſt in 
Baptiſm, ſo they of old were myſtically Ingraffed 
into Him by Circumciſion : And in the Faptiſm of 
our Children we are compleat in Chriſt, even as the 
Jews were by the Extent of GOD Covenant unro 
their Children, in the Federal Rite of Circumciſion, 

THERE are moreover ſome otherllluſtrious Figures 
of CHRIST that belong unto the Story of Abrabam, 

3. ONE is the famous Character of DMelchized:k, 
and His bleſſing Abraham upon his Return from the 
laughter of the Kings. We have the Story written 
by Moſes, Gen. 14. 18, 19, 20. And the Apoſtle 
expounds it for us concerning CHRIST, Heb, 5.6, 
10. and 6, 20. and again through out the whole Se- 


venthChapter of thatEpiitle,where the Apoſtle Mens 


at large and applies to Chriſt the Pſalmiſts words, 
in Pfal. 110. Thou art a Prieſt for ever ajter the 
ee 
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WHO this Melchi ſedec was we know not, and 
therefore is it hidden from us, that he might be 
the more Illuſtrious a Type of Chriſt : for being in- 


troduced without Father, without Mother, without 
Beginning of days or end of life, he was made like 


tbe Son of GOD, of Whom it is ſaid, —— And who 
ſhalt declare his Generation Wo 5 
MELCHIZEZDEC was King of Salem, ſo 

Chriſt is the Prince of peace. Melchizedec was 
both King and Prieſt together, and ſo is Chriſt wito 
His Church for ever. Chriſt abideth a Prieſt conti- 
nually, as of Melchizedec it is witneſſed that be liv- - 
eth: Heb. 7 8, i.e. The Scripture ſpeaks only of 
his living and nothing of his death; as if he had liv'd 
for ever, and u e like CHRIST a Pricſt for ever 
after the power of an endleſs life. 

' THIS Melchizedec bro't forth Bread and Wine 
unto Abrabam, as Chriſt has left the aue Memo— 
rial of Himſelf to his Church, to repreſent the 
Ipiritual Proviſion of ſtrength and comfort laid up 
For us in the Covenant of Grace, for our refreſhme''t 
zn our ſpiritual Warfare and conflicts. Melchizedek 
appears in this Act and in his Office greater than A- 
braham, for he received Til hes from him, and blefſed 
biin in the Name of the Moſt High GOD, and 
without all Contradiction (ſays the A poſtie) the leſs 


, bleſſed of the Greater : Yea Levi alſo, and the 


Aaronical Prieſthood it ſelf, paid tithes to rhis 
Melchizedec in the loins cf Abraham. Heb. J. ), 9. 


Agreeably you know to whom it was ſaid, — Art i bots 


greater than our Father Abraham and who it 
Was that ſaid of himſelf,.— Before Abraham was 1 
am. As Melchi ſedec bleſſed Abraham, ſo GOD 
Has ſear His SON J*SUS to Bleſß us, — and whom *. 
he bleſſeth are Elcffed indeed, Melchiſedec bleſſe

IN this Bleſhng of Abraham by Melchiſedec all 
Believers are virtually bleſſed by Feſus Chriſt - (ſays 
the devour Mr, Burkit,) For Melchiſedec repre- 
Tented Chriſt in what he did, and Abraham repre- 
lerred all nis believing ſpiritual Seed in his receiving 
the Bl-fling. And truly it looks as if our Tithes 
were tue Froportion due till to CHriſt out of our 
Elt. tes under rhe Goſpel; becauſe 4braham paid it 
to Chrift, in Him who was ſo great a Type of Him, 
ſo long betore the Days of Moſes. For therefore 
the T'the is not to be reckoned to belong to the Ce- 
remonial Law, or to be only of the Levitical Obli- 
gation and A: tiquity ; for though Moſes requir'd 
it as he did Circumciſion alſo, yet neither of 
em were Originally of Moſes, but of the Fathers. 
John J. 22. 5 8 

TO conclude, Melchizedek as a prieſt had no Pre- 
deceſſor nor Succeſſor, ſo neither is the glorious 
Prieſthood of Chriſ derived from or tranſmitted un- 
to any, but it is an Unchangeable Prieſthood, Now 
cor ſider how Grcat this Man wag! —— but why? 
—— even, becauſe he was the Repreſentative of Hin 
who is the King and Prieſt of His Church. 

4. THE other Figure and Type of CHRIST in 
the Hiſtory of Abraham is his Offering up his 
Son, hrs Only Son, Iſaac, whom he loved, at the 
command of GOD, Gen. 22. Iſaac was the pro- 


miſed and bleſſed Seed, the choſen of GOD, and the 
Darling of his Father: Abraham was bid to, oſter 
him up with his own hands in Sacrifice, So GOD 
"fared not His Only. begotten Son, but delivered 
Hin i for us a. The Wood Yor tlie. fire was 
laid on 1faac to bear as a figure of Chriſt's 1 
| "I $i is 
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| His Croſs. Iſaac was the Lamb for the Burnt- 
Offering : Chriſt is the Lamb of GOD whoſe blood 
was ſhed for us, as of a Lamb without blemiſh and 
without ſpot, GOD ſreely gaye his Son to die for 
us, the Son of GOD treely laid down his own life, 
he made it his own Act: So Qbedient and Innocent 
Tſaac ſeems to haye ſubmitted freely to his Father, 
in the offering of himſelf ; without objecting againſt. 
the Will of GOD, without any ſtruggling or reſiſtance, 
without any attempt to eſcape, Iſaac was bound how- 
er forthe Altar and laid upon it, ſoChriſt was bound 
io Order cor his death. Moreover, In the very 
Mountains of Moriab where Iſaac was offer'd, the 
Temple which was the Place of Sacrifices was after- 
ward built: See the 2 Chrou. 3. 1. And here was, 
Mount Calvary where Chriſt was crucified, At 
laſt Iſaac was releaſed by the Angels Voice from 
Heaven, and a Ram (provided by the hand of Heayen 
and preſented there) was offer'd in his ſtead ; which 
Ram was the figure of Chriſt Sacrificed in our place, - 
and of the Believers diſcharge from death by his 
death. Ir might moreover ſignify, that the offering 
up that Bleſſed Seed lately promiſed, and typified 
by Iſaac, ſhould be || ſuſpended till the fulneſs of 
time, and that in the mea while the Sacrifices of 
beaſts ſhould be ſtill accepted, as they had hirherto 
been; to be unto the Church the pledges of that 
great Expiation which ſhould one day be made by the 
death of Chriſt. In a word, the Ram was a Sacri- 
fice of God's providing and not Mans: So the Incar- 
nation and Death of Chriſt was the gracious and 
| bleſſed proviſion of Heaven for us, and not ours for 
4 our ſelyes ; and ſhould be to our ſurprize and joy, 
zs it was to Abrabam to hear the Angels words, and 
to Tee the Ram faſt in the thicket, 
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T paſs oyer Jacobs Ladder, and Joſephs Sufferings 
and Exaltation, and ſhall only lay belore you, 


IV. THE Bleſſing of Judah from the dying 
lips ot Jacob. Gen. 49. 8, 10. Judah, thou art He 
whom thy Brethren ſhall praiſe ; thy band ſhalt 
be in the nech off thine Enemies; thy Fathirs 
children ſhall bow down before thee ; — the Scep- 
ter ſhall not depart from Judah, nor a Lawgivet 
from between his feet until Shiloh ccme, and unta 
Him ſhall the gathering of the People be. From 
this Prediction the Chrittian Church has always 
prov'd againſt the Jews that the Meſſiab is come, 
that JESUS is HE, and that we are not to look for 
another. | 

THE name Judah ſignifies praiſe : bis Mother 
gave it him to expreſs her Thanktuineſs to GOP, but 
Providence had a further meanning in it, .becauſe of 
the future Honours and Fame of that Neble Tribe; 

particularly the Royal Dignity its reſting in it, and 
the Meſſi ab's coming out of ir. This was the praiſe 
of Judah. It was a numerous and warljke Tribe; 
for Courage and valour, Corquelt and victory likned 
to a Lion: and you know who it is that is called, 
the Lion of the Tribe of Judah , even our Vi&ori. 
ous, riſen, aſcended and reigning JESUS, Rev. 5. 5. 

BUT the moſt Eminent Prophecy is in the tenth 
ver ſe; The Scepter ſhall not depart from Judah, 
nor a Lawpiver from betwcen his feet until Sbilob 
come ; and unto Him ſhall the Gathering of ths 
People be. 

THE Jews have been as much confounded by the 
Interpretation and Application of this Prophecy to 
the Perſon and Time of our Saviour, as almoſt 
any one in the Old Jeſtament. They generally own 
that by Shiloh is meant the Xefſiah. So the Tal- 
mudiſts, Cairites, Cabbaliſts, Targum, Onkelos and 
others do agree, as Monſicur Baſnage proves, The 
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various Interpretations given of this Myſterious 
Word do all agree to the Heſſiab. Somie read Shis 
Joh— Him that is Sent; a well known Name of 
Chriſt: Others read it — His Son or Seed; otliers 
the Peaceable, the proſperous, Auguſt, renown'd, 


The Meſſiab or Chriſt is all theſe in a way of Emi- 
nence. 


DAH by this Prophecy was to have the Scep- 
ter, and the Lamgiver was to be of him, till about rhe 
time of the Coming of Chriſt it ſhould loſe this Ho- 
nour and Pre- eminence above rhe other Tribes; 
while at the lame time the Gentile Nations ſhould: 


be called. 


THE word Schevet, which we read Scepter, might 
alſo be tranſlated Tribe. Moſes ſeveral times uſes 
the Word in this ſenſe, and Mr. Baſnage thinks him 
the beſt Interpreter of himſelf. The fenſe then 
would be Fudah ſhall remain à Tribe until 


Shiloh come, Now it this be the true Reading ir 


was wonderfelly fulfill'd, as every child knows. For 
the Kingdom of Judah were not captivated and loſt 
with the ten Tribes of Iſrael; who broke off under 
Ferobiam from the Houſe of David, and were carried 
away by Salmanaſſer, and we ſcarce know what be- 
came ot em unto this day. But Judah continued a 
Kingdom about a hundred Years after, and then was 
carry'd Captive to Babylon, where the poor Tribe 
was in a manner preſerv'd Entire, and after Seventy 
Years as many as would return'd & rebuilt Ferrſtlem, 
under the favour of Cyrzs and other Perſtan Empe- 
rors; and in time it reviv'd again into a kind ot King- 
dom, and gave the Name of Judea to the Land of 


' Iſrael, and ſo continued to the Coming of Chriſt :

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moſtly Jewiſh, the Great Council or Sanedrim having 
great power-and Authority unqueſtionably lodged in 


them. At the Birth of CHRIST the Romany had the 
- Sovereignty Over em, and the poor Remains of Power 
and Dignity were departing apace from Judah. 
Mr. Baſnage thinks we have been too much dazle! 
wien the word Scepter, as if it muſt neceflarily imply 
/ a proper Regal Authority, This (he thinks) has run 
- Chriſtian Expaſitors into inextricable Lybyrinths ; in 
- as much as there were nd Kings of Judah from Moſes 
to David; ſo neither any from the Captivity in Ba- 
\bylow to tne laſt deſtruckion of Feruſalem. So that 
© che proper Sceptcr or Regal Authority began 600 
Tears after the Oracle of Jacob, continued but about 
300 Lears, and ended 500 before Chritt ; and ſo in 
no Wiſe ſeems to anſwer the Prophecy, 


| BY Scepter therefore he would have us to underſtand 


only a High Degree of Preheminence, which was the 
portion of Judah when it did nor hold the Regal 
Seepter. Frdah excell'd the other Tribes in Numbers 


and in Valour. When the Government was Arlo. 
crat ical qudah had the firſt part, and march'd at the 
head of the Tribes. When it was Monarchial, the 
Kings were chiefly of this Tribe, yea in a conſtant 
Succe ſſion they were ſo from the time of David. And 
when the Council or Sanedrim govern'd, Judah was the 


Tribe in Being, and Ferteſalem the Seat of the Govern- 


ment. Thus in all reſpects it had the Preheminence. 
BU now the laſt Deſtruction of Feri ſalem has 
confounded this Tribe of Judah and ſcatter'd them 
thro” the Earth. It has only this Shadow of Prefie- 
minence left, that in its diſperfion it is preſerved a 
diſtin Body among the Nations, here a Perſon and 
there a Family or two, but uncertain for the moſt part 
whether they belong to Levi, to Benjamin or to 
Judab. The Scepter ſubſiſts no where, nor has it 


been any where for more than Sixteen whole Cen-

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tur ies paſt. Judab is a Vagabond and Fugitivez 
the Scepter is departeq, not Dy an Interruption of 70 
Years as before, but thro', a, Dnration of 1) Years, 
ALL this proves that Shiloh is come, and points 
unto our LORD JESUS as the Bleſſed Perfor ſo 
called, upon whoſerdearh the diſperſion of Judab fol- 
lowed, as He with tears foretold and threatned. And 
unto Him we haye ſeenthe,Gathering of the. People, 
to be; and we our ſelves (among the Gentile Nat im:) 
are à part of the happy Inſtance and proof of it. 
Mr. Mede therefore judges, that this Prophecy was 
not fulfilled, till the time of the Deſtruction of the wiſi 
ſtate by Titus, which he thinks agrees to the lerter of 
our Saviours words, Mat. 24. 14. This Goſpel: off 
the Kingdom ſhall be preached in all the World, for: 
a Witneſ unto all Nations, andthen ſhall the End 
( ſcil. of the Jewiſh State) comes. 701 


THUS dying Jacob at a great diſtance ſaw Chriſt's 
day, and it was his great Comfort and Support on his 
Death-bed; as Mr. Henry ſays on the place. He 
foretells that the Scepter ſhould come into the Tribe 
of Judah, that Shiloh the promiſed Seed ſhould 
be of it; that in Judah a. Government of irs own 
ſhould continue till the Coming of the Meſſiab; long 
after the Kingdom of Iſrael or the Ten Tribes had 
ceas d, without any Revival. And ſo it was: Our 
LORD came of Judah, the Praiſe of all bis Saints; 
To Him belongs the Scepter, and He is the Law- 
giver. Jn the day when the Jews rejected him, they 
conteſſ eq the Scepter departed from themſelves : We 
pave no King but Ceſar, ſaid they to Pilate, and 
again, It 1s not lawful for us to put any man to 
death. See John 18, 33, & 19. 13. AWE ar 
On theſe grounds we ſay then that our LORD 
JESUS. is the CHRIST, rhe promiſed Sbilab; juſt 
about whoſe time on Earth the Scepter departed 
From Judah, and upon their diſperſion the Nations

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were Converted to Chrift and taken into his Church z 


Which is the Kindom of GOD itf the World. Gen.

THUS I have given a Specimen out of the 
Writings of Moſes, in his r ſt Book which is called 
Genefis, by which we may fee how much he wrote 
of CHRIST ; and that if we believe his Writings we 
mult needs believe in Chriſt; that He is the true 
Meſſiah and the Saviour of Men. 


' THE time would fail me ſhould T now look inte 
the other Books of Moſes, to interpret what he 
there writes concerning Chriſt, The Deliverance of 
the Fewiſh Church out of Egypt was a great and- fin- 
gular Type of the Redemption of Sonl; from the 
more cruel and miſerable ſervitude of Sin and Satan:

Son and Lamb of God ſlain for us; our Sacrzficed 


Saviour : The Manna from Heaven was a figure of 
Him the true Bread, and bread of Life: The 


- Water from the ſmitten Rock which followed the 


thirſty Camp of I/ ael and ſatisty'd 'em, was a 
figure of the Overflowirig and ever flowing refreſh. 
ments and Conſolations for every lamiſhing and 
thirſty Soul from a Smitten Saviour: The Levi- 
tical Tabernacle , Prieſt hood, Sacrifices ; Ceremo- 
nial Uncleanneſſes and Cleanſings , were full of ſpi- 
ritual Myſtery poincing to Chrift, His Natures, 
Offices, Sacrifice and Benefits: And finally, The 
Moſaic al Feftivals and Solemnities; the Pay of 
Atonement, the feaſt of Penticoſt and Tabernacles, 
Trumpets and New Moons, the Sabbatical Year and 
the Jubilee, did in many reſpects refer to bim: 
According to that of the Apoſtle to the Galatiang, 
The Law was a School. maſter to bring us to Chriſt,

new Born. Our Saviour therefore wonders ( 1ay 
ſome ) that Nichodemus, .a Maſter in Iſrael ſhoul 
not underſtand this Mode and Form of Speech, Ton 
unt be born again. For as a Heathen proſelyted 
to the Fewiſh Religion did in a manner like Abraham 
leave his. Country and, Fathers houſe, his Brethren 
and Siſters, in renouncing their Idolatries; So a Few 
becoming a Chriſtzan Proſelyte torſakes his Jewiſh 
Principles, cuſtoms and Communion, and comes o-

A Learned 
Man, viz. Dr. Kidder gives an account of 
Two Hundred Jews lately Converted in the 
City of Frankford, The Bleſſed Day is 
coming when all 1/-ae/ ſhall be Saved, as I 
have Evinced in a Diſcourſe on that Sub— 
Ject, written in the Year 1657, and alſo in 
my Anſwer to the Reverend Ir. Baxter, 
and Dr. Light ſoot, printed Anno 1695. And 
the Providence of GOD ſeems to Intimate 
this. The Miraculous manner of GOD's 
preſerving the Jewiſh Nation is an * 
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ble Proof hereof; for it is an unpreſidented 
and incomprehenfible thing, that GOD 
ſhould forTwoThcuſand Nears preſerve this 
People, diſperſed amongother Nations, with- 
out being confounded with them in their 
Religions and Cuſtoms, as is uſual among 
all difperſed People; this clearly Demon- 


ſtrates that GOD has preſerved them for

II is moreover True, that many particu- 
lar 7ews, who have been Converted. or 
rather Peryerted to Popery, have after Re- 
nounced their Chriſtianity.

the Calilean were,)it ſhall certainly periſh ; but im caſe 
their Doct ine, is founded upon a ſure and good Foun- 
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gation, 


decay, Or as every thing which is to be

dation, (i. e. in God,) adviſe you not to meddle with 
them : becauſe it is impoſſible for you, or all the 
World rogerher, to overthrow it: but they ſhall 
flouriſh and Jaſt for ever. The Jewiſh Senate as ſoon 
as they heard him ſay To, were convinced with the 
ſtrength of the Argument, and reſted from killing 
them ; and they being delivered, went on to teach 
and preach Jeſus Chriſt in the Temple, and in every 
houſe daily: and becauſe the Foundation which the 
Apoſtles did lay their Doctrine upon, was Feſus 
Chriſt, For this reaſon it not only flouriſtfd, but it 
hath laſted ever ſince, and ſhall endure for ever. 
Jeſus Chriſt is called by the Apoſtle Paul to the Ro- 
mans, Chap. 15. 20. & 1 Cor. 3. 11, 12. A Founda- 
tion, to teach us, that any thing which is founded, or 


built upon it, can never decay or fall, but will remain 
permanent and durable till the Worlds end; and for 


our aſſurance and encouragement we find recorded in 
Mat. 16. 18. Chriſt ſaid to Peter upon his confeſſion 
that Jeſus Chriſt, was the Son of the Living God 
Upon this Rock I will build my Church, and the 
gates of Hell ſhall not prevail againſt it. Upon this 
Foundation, this Everlaſting Baſis, the Church of 
the Living God, has been fince the beginning, eſtabliſh- 
Yſhed and built; from the beginning upon the Ex- 
pectation of Chriſt's being to come, and afterwards 
upon his being already come. We Chriſtians do be- 
lieve that Jeſus Chriſt the Son of the Living God, is 
already come, and the Jewiſh Nation, that He is to 
come.

The firſt part of this Propheey we do ſee, hath been 
fulfilled to the very laſt tittle, they having been for 
the ſpace of above 1650 Years (ſince the deſtruction of 
their Commonwealth,) deprived of all thoſe things 
mentioned in the fourth verſe ; and reduced from 
that State they were formerly in, which was ſuch as 
could make any Nation happy, to ſuch a one as they 
are now in, ſcattered all over the World, ſubject to 
all ſorts of Nations, that are willing to let them 
live among them, ruled by their own Enemies, pay- 
ing Tribute to all Nations where they live, and finally 
enduring all the Calamities and opprobrious Treat- 
ment that can make them unhappy: and as we have 
leen. the firſt part accompliſhed, ſo I hope the 2d 
part will be fulfilled alſo, i.e. that they ſhall return, and 
ſeek the Lord, and David their King, i. e. the 
Meſſiah, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and fear him and 
his Goodneſs in the latter days, and Jook on Him 
whom they have pierced, Zech. 12. 10. Rev. 1. 7, 
WE read in the Acts ot the Apoſtles, Chap. 4; 
12. That there is no other Name under Heaven given

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among Men whereby we can be ſaved, but the Name 
of Jeſus Chrift, This is ſo abſolute and : infallible, 
that the beſt Divines among the Proteſtant Nation all 
agree and declare, That thoſe who having never 
ec heard the Goſpel, know not Chriſt, and believe not 
te in Him, cannot be ſaved, be they never fo diligent 
te to frame their Lives according to the light of Na- 
cc ture, or the Law of the Religion which they profeſs. 
If ſo (not to infringe upon Chriſtian Charity) it is 
certainly an aſtoniſhing thing, and a thing of great 


Admiration to ſee ſo many Nations, and ſo many 


Kingdoms in the World, which do periſh for lack of 
;Viſion.! And more in particular we are to bewail 
the Jewiſh Nation above all the reſt of the World, a 
Nation which were once God's favourite, People whom 
God choſe from all Nations to communicate to them 
hisDivineQracles ; and condeſcended to give them ſuch 
Excellent Epithets as to call them, My Children, my 
Firſt Born; my Beloved ; my Peculiar People, 8c. 
to ſee them ſo rejected as to come to be the ſcorn 
of all Nations, and a laughing ſtock of all People; 
Not from Yeſterday, but for theſe Seventeen Centu- 
ries and upwards! | 

As to the coming of the Meſſiab, i. e. that 
He is already come; I could prove with ſeveral 
Inſtances at large, namely of the time and place that 
He was to come, of His Birth and Sufferings, and 
that He is the Son of the Living God from rhe 
beginning, Coequal and Coæval with God the Fa- 
ther from all Eternity ; all theſe Points and ſundry 
others I could prove, as I ſaid, to be nothing but the 
Truth, not only by the Authority of theSacred Oracles, 
but even by the Opinion of their own Rabbins of old.

This is the true Word of God, and as ſuch can ne- 
yer be altered ; and although an Attempt has been 
made by Julian the Apoſtate to build it a third time, 
on purpoſe to oppoſe God's Word, as the Hiſtories 
gives us an account, nevertheleſs it never came to pals, 
and never will ro the Worlds end. 


2Gly, EY their own Ancient Authors; I do not 
remember they ever left any thing recorded, where- 
in they Thew this opinion i. e. that a third Temple was 
to be built as the Modern Jews do Believe of late 
(who I am very much afraid chey are ſomewhat 
touched with the {ame ſpirit that their Count rymen 
were in Jeremiab's time, becauſe they have a parcel 
of Teachers newly ſtarted up, fo ſelf-conceited and ſo 
proud with their Religion, that they have left the 
dead old Interpretation that their good. Honeſt Rab- 
bins of Primitive Ages uſed to give to the Holy

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Ears of the Law, ( becauſe as they ſay, by his mean-

Scriptures, and have invented many Chimerical notions 
to uphold their new Doctrine, which neither their Fa- 
thers, nor their Fathers Fathers ever heard of, from 
the very day the Jewiſh Religion was founded till 
now) but always underſtood the Temple ſhould be 
Built but twice, in the Book called Shimdnontee 
upon the 17th Verſe of the 28th Chapter of Geneſis,

BUT that they may be fully ſatisfy'd in this point, 
To as not to live with ſuch falſe hopes, I will quote 
one paſſage more of one of their biggeſt Expoſitors,

' NOW fince they have ſo great Veneration for this 
Rabby, and he ſays that this Building is to be under- 
ſtood of the Second Temple, let them be filent, and 
be convinced, I befeech them, that the Third Temple 
is never to be Built, (whatever their new up- ſtart 
Rabbins do teach, ſeeing it is proved with as many

TO this I anſwer, that altho* ſome ot their new. 
upſtart. Rabbins for to uphold their Opinion or Pelief, 
do maintain that this Prophecy is to be underſtood: li- 
terally, I beg of them not to be ſo eaſily drawn aſide 


from the Opinion of their Old Teachers, and then I 
am fully ſatisfy'd they will quickly embrace the true 


Meſſiah. 
Who is like untoMWaimonides among them? None, 
Since they have a ſaying among them, to ſhow the 
reat Veneration and eſteem they have for him, as fol-

Now 
by this Quotation they may ſee (if they have a mind 
to,) how this Prophecy is to be underſtood, even ac- 
cording to the biggeſt Champions among their Rab. 
bins. But who are thoſe compared in particular. to 
the Wolf, Leopard, &c. is not my preſent. buſineſs 
at this time to determine. But the Prophecy is to 
be underitood in an Allegorial fenſe; and the beſt Al- 


legory that can be found, Contormable to the 


Orthodox opinion, is, That thoſe Men and Nations 
which before the coming of the Me were proud 
and fierce asLyans and Wolves, and the. reſt of the Nve- 
nous Creatures mentioned in the Text, at biscoming ſhal 
all grow as meek and pliable as Lambs, and Kids are, 
by ſubduing their Wills to the Obedience of Chriffs

Laws, and they ſhall feed together, i. e. of the Word 
and Sacraments, all alike without any difference be- 
tween them, even from the King to ha Peaſant, they 
ſhall all be ruled, by the ſame Laws and Directions 
that Chriſt ſhall preſcribe, and they ſhall Live peace- 
able and quiet one with another, not hurting one a- 
nether, either in Eſtate or Name.

NOW fo long as they can*t prove that this Pro- 
phecy and others of this nature are to be underſtood 
litte rally by, any Authority, more Ancient and Au-

..Sthly, THE fifth Argument they alledge to eſta- 
bliſh their Opinion is, that when the Meſſiah ſball 
come and for ever more after his coming till the 
Worlds end, there ſhall be a general and univerſal 
Peace all over the World, This they prove out of 


I fai. 2. 4. which runs thus, And they fhatt beat their 


Sword: into Plomſhares, and their ſpears into pruning- 
books, Nation ſhall not lift up Sword againit Nation, 
eit ber ſhall they learn War any more, And they 
argue thus, Since a General and Everlaſting Peace is 
promiſed by the Propher in this Place, to be in the 
Time of the Meſſiab, the contrary of which we daily 
ee, (that not only the Wars are not ceaſed fince Chriſt's 
Coming, but on the contrary, they have increaſed 
daily, not only with the ordinary way of fighting 

that was in uſe in thoſe days; but even with a nev 

Invention of Fire Arms, never heard before a few hun. 
dred Years ago,) therefore (they ſay) if all rhe Ar- 
guments could be anſwered, this is unanſwerable, 
becauſe the words are plain, i. e. Nation ſhall not 
lift up ſword Sei Nat ion, neither ſhall they learn 
War any more, Ergo, The Meſſiah is not come 


at yet. 
. TO this I Anſwer, | 
1 know ſome ro avoid this Argument, would have 
rhe Prophet ſpeak” here, of that inward Peace of 
Conſcience, that every Good Chriſtian enjoys that 
follows the Laws of Chrift ; which Peace is an Ever- 
laſting Peace. Some underſtand this place for that 
Eternal Peace, chat ſhall be in the Church after the 
Jews and Gentiles ſhall be brought together, under 
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one Shepherd and Biſhop of Souls; and that rhen (and 
"not before) this Prophecy ſhall be falfill'd. Some 
would have this Prophecy to be already tulfill'd in that 
General and Univerſal Peace that was thro* the whole 
World in Arguſtus Time, as we read in Luk. 2. 1. 
And it came to paſi in tboſe days, that there went 
out a decree from Ceſar Auguſtus, that all the 
world ſhould be taxed. This laſt Opinion I am apt to 
think is what the Prophet meant in this place. But 
the Jewiſh Rabbins are very Riff in denying of it, al- 
ledging the words, Neither ſball they learn War any 
more, And tho' this ſeems the ſtrongeſt Argument 
they have againſt Chriſt's Coming, and ſeems to have | 
the beſt face and colour to uphold their Opinicn, 1 
deſign in a few Minutes time to ſhow the Rotrenneſs 
of it, hoping if they will ſeriouſly conſider it, they 
will all come and look on Him, whom (with their in- 
ward Jarrs and Contentions) they have pierced. 

I ſay then, That God by His Propher, never in- 
tended, that after the coming of Chriſt, a perpetual 
Peace ſhall be in the World, becauſe if he had ſo in- 
tended, we ſhould all live in Peace and Tranquility, 
fince He is come, and being the contrary we daily 
ſee and feel, ergo, we may certainly conclude, that 
he never meant ſo; 

BUT the true and genuine meaning of thisProphecy 
is, God declares that at Chriſt's coming ſo long as 
He was upon Earth bodily, and no longer, the World 
Mould enjoy Peace, And this for Two Reaſons, 
Firſt, To ſhow that He was the King of Kings, and 
therefore ſo Jong as he was upon Earth, none ſhould 
be 1o daring, as to take up Arms one againſt ano. 
ther, ſeeing their Lord and King was upon Earth. 
And Secondly, Becauſe after his Death, nor only his 
Enemies, but even thoſe that are rrue-hearted 
Chriſtians fo long as they are in this World, are 
liable to fall under a great many Temptations, and 
be left of God for a while, (for Reaſons to Him only 
| reſerved)

teſerved) and ſo ſwerve from that temper and way of 
Peace that Chriſt their Lord and Maſter had dictated 


to them. 


NOW according to this Prophetical Prediction, 
the Thing came to paſs juſt exactly as he foretold it, 
becauſe ſo long as Chrift, was upon Earth perſonally, 
we read of a General and Univerſal Peace that was 
thro' the World in Auguſtus Reign, and after his 
Death the Wars begun to break out again as it was 
formerly, not only between one Nation and another, 
but even among Chriſtians themſelves. 


II is not worth their while to argue from the 
Words, Neither jhall they Iearn War any more, any 
thing to diſprove the veracity ofthis Interpretation, 
becauſe that Word which they and other Interpre- 


ters Tranſlated More, in the Original is, Gnod, which 
Word, although ſometimes tis underſtood more, or 
For ever, this is very ſeldom, and for the moſt part, 


tis to be underſtood for a little while, To prove 
this tis requiſite only ro perſwade them to read with 
attention the 35th Chapter of Geneſis, and rhe roth 
Verle, and there they will find that God ſaid to Facob 
that his name ſhould not be called Jacob any ore, but 
Iſrael ſhould be his name, which Word more in the 
Original is Gnod, and yet we find Be is called in this 
very fame Chapter Jacob again, eight times, beſides 
infinite other times elſewhere. And in caſe this proof 
will not ſatisfy them, they may go and read what that 


Famous Rabby, David Kimchi, lays in his Dictiona- 


ry called Sheraſhim, who when he Expouhds the 
Word Gnod, ſays the following Words, “ Some- 
times this Word more is to be underſtood for a 


little while. Prov. 31. 7. Let him drink and for- 


get his poverty, and remember his miſery no more, 
<< zt is not to be underſtood for ever, hut while the 
Nine is within him, Cc. we 
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AND now ſince Chriſt is already come, and none 
but Tools, Reprobates, or Obſtinates do deny it, and 
yet the War is nor ceaſed from the Chriſtian World 
(at leaſt) we may certainly conclude, that this Word 
More in this Place, is to be underſtood for à little 
while, as it came to paſs, 3. e. in that only while that 
Chriſt was upon Earth.

Eight h. THAT all the Nations of the World with- 
out exception ſhall acknowledge the eſſiah, when 
Pall come, for the trueChriſt, promiſed by the Prophets. 
SEEING they are all grounded upon the zd verſe, 
of the 2d Chap of Iſaiab, I ſhall handle them together. 
THE Verſe runs thus, And it ſhall come to paſs 
in tbe laſt days, that the mountain of the Lord's 
bouſe ſhall be eſtabliſhed in the top of the morntains, 
and ſhall be exalted above the bills, and all Nations 
Hall flow unto it.

NOW they argue thus, Since we Tee that your 
Chrift is come above 1700 Yearsago, and the Moun- 
tain of the Lord's Houſe, never grew ſo as to be 
higher than it was before his coming ; Neither do all 
the Nations in General without exception, acknowledge 
him to be the true Meſſiah, Ergo, He is not thar 
Meſſiab which was predicted by the Prophets.

TO the Sixth. Altho' ſome times this phraſe, in 
the latter days, I do grant, is to be underſtood at the 
End of the World, as they ſay, neverthelcfs, this very

expreſſion, ſignifieth ſometimes, the time when the 
thing which is prophecied ſhall come to paſs,altho? it be 
a few. Lears after. This may be made to appear if we 
tead the 39th Verſe of the 39th Chapter of Jeremiah, 
where it is ſaid, But it ſhall come to paſs in the 
latter days that I will bring the captivity of Elam, 
faith the Lord. Which end of days altho* *tis ex- 
preſs d with the Tame phraſe, yet the thing came to 
pals a few Years after, 1.e. in the time of Cyrus King 
of Perſia, and not at the end of the World; as 
We read in Ezra 1. 1. And fo this place is not to be un- 
derſtood at the end of the World as the modern Fewiſb 
Rabbins ſay, but only the time when Chriſt was to 
come. This Expoſition is ſo certain, that their own 
Authors, even that famous Rabby Dabid Kimchi 
expounding the ſame Text underſtood it fo alſo, his 
words are as following, Every place where it is 
« ſaid,zn the laſt days,is to be under ſtood the time of 
be the Meſſiah. It is not worth their while to argue 
and ſay as they do, viz. That altho* ſaid expreſſion 
'Tomerimes ſignifieth as I ſaid, yet in this place 'tis to 
be underſtood as they ny, even that he is to come at 
the End of the World, becauſe it may be made ap- 
pear at any time, and place, that the Meſſiah was not 
to come at the end of the World, as they ſay, either 

by rhe Scriptures, or by their own Authors. 
BV the Scriprures, in the fulfillment of the Time that 
the Prophet Daniel preſcribed ; viz. the Defſiah was 
ro come, at the time that the Seventy Prophetical 
Weeks was ended. And if we could be certain when 
theſe Seventy Weeks begun, it could be demonſtrated 
and plainly made to appear, that Chriſt came juſt ex- 

actly at the time appointed. 

EV their own Authors I find in the Talmud Maſe- 
cheth Sanedrin, Chap. Neleck, a famous Deſcription 
when the Meſſiah was to come, which deſerves to be 
ingraven and kept for a Monument to all Ages. The

DroN this laſt quotation the Jewiſh Rabbins, 
argue thus, Altho' ſaid Sentence is ſo as I fay, yer. 
there are theſe words at the end of it, * And for our 
ct great Sins there 2 paſſed from them all thoſe 
ce that have paſſed.\ Which words imply, (they tay) 
that alrho* the Meſſiab was to'come at the beginning 
of the 5th thouſand, this was to be underſtood in 
caſe we were good, but not if we were great Sinners. 
TO this I anſwer. N 
THAT theſe laſt Words which they pretend belong 
to the Sentence are forged and ſpurious, and were 
added to the Sentence, after they ſaw that our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt was manifeſtly pointed forth by this 
Prediction, and becauſe he came at the time appointed 
by it, and they would not on him; with their cor- 
rupt affections towards Chriſtianity, made the addition 
of theſe words to it, to cover with ſome colour the 
ſtiffne ls of their Necks, This I prove with two very 
robable reaſons, IS een me 
Firſt, BECAUSE if we examine the Sentence from 
the beginning to the end, where they will haye it 
finjſh'd, we ſhall find it is compos'd of two Languages, 
the firſt from the beginning 'till where I ended, is no- 
thing but Feruſalemztical Tongue, and the latter part, 
i. e. that addition which they would have beleng to 
it, is nothing but pure Hebrew phraſe, (ſuch as Moſes 
himlelt could hardly make better ;) whereforeT cannot 
but think that they are forged words as I ſaid, be- 
cauſe in all the Feruſalymitane Talunid, I do not re:

member that any one Sentence is there expreſs'd in- 
two different Tongues, i. e. Two thirds in one, and 
the reſt in another, as this would be if I grant to 
them what they falſely would haye it be ; and in 
caſe they ſhould charge me with want of Charity, for 
charging them with what I cannot prove fairly, i. e. 
with ſhowing them the Original. But upon Suſpi- 
cion only ; I ſay 

Secondly, THAT theſe words wereSpurious & Forged. 


Becauſe if we examine the time & place, when thisSen- 


rence was ſaid, we ſhall find, that I do not wrong them, 
in charging them with falſifying of it. N. B. 

THIS Prediction was ſaid at the Houſe or School 
of Elijah, who was a Nabby of that Name, that 
fouriſh'd according to the calculation of times, made 
by their own Authors, as we find in the Book called 
Seder Gnolaum above 400 Years before Chriſt's com- 
ing, a little after the Building of the Second Temple, 
and in the City of Babel. Now how could the faid 
Sentence or Prediction be delivered with theſe words, 
and for our Sins, &c. at the end of it, ſo long as 
the time was not yet come ? —— leſs paſt,) and 
therefore e may certainly conclude, theſe words were 
added to the Sentence, altho* we can't produce rhe 
Hrft Original. 

NOW to avoid ſuch cenſures and reflections as com- 
monly are made by Perſons upon thoſe that diſſent 
from them, I will quote one Paſſage more very re- 
markable, wherein any body may plainly difcoyer, 
that according to the Traditions received among the 
Jewiſh Nation, a great many Hundred Years before 
Chriſt's coming, the Meſiah was to come at the 
time He did, and not before or after. And I pur- 


poſely deſign not ro criticife upon ſaid Tradition, but 


only repeat it, and calculate the time. 
THE Talmud Maſsechet @anedrin,'Chap.rr. P.98. 
Tays thus, Rabby Malaui in the Name of Rabby@leazer 


theSon of Rably@imgon ſaid,TheSon of David(i.e.ths 
i 
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Meſſiah) ſhall not come till the Power of the Fudge: 
po, rye ſhall be taken away from Iſrael, wo 
is written, Hai. 1. 26. And I will reſtore thy Judges 
as at the firft, This Tradition we find exactly came 
to paſs at the time when our Lord and Saviour came. 

THUS; the Fewiſß Nat ion did count in the grh day of 
the laſt Month Ab, (i.e. 229. of Fuly) 1653 Years 
fince the deſtruction of the Second Num ple. And the 
Talmud Paffechet Gnaubodau Zaurzu, Chap. L p. 8, 
fays, That Forty Years before the Deſt ruction of the 
Second Temple, the power of Tudgrng was taken away 


from the Sannedrin. And in Luk. 3. 23. tis ſaid, 


that Jeſus Chriſt was about Thirty Years of Aye, 


J. e. ar his Baptiſm, that being the time that God 


began to manifeſt his Power with the deſcending of 
the Holy Ghoſt upon Him. Wow the Addition of 
theſe Three Periods of time makes the Sum of 172: 
Years as, we fay, exactly with the allowing of a Year 
for the broken. parts of the time, i, e Chriſt not being 
Thirty Years compleat ; but as the Verſe ſays, About 
Ibirty Tears: and in likelihood the power of theSanne- 
drin did not depart from Ifrael immediately after the 
40 Vears were expired, but thereabouts. And fo we may 
very well conclude from the aforeſai Quotations, that

Siet hly, SOME do ſay, the Reaſon of their not

Fondneſs they have to their Rabbres or Teachers, 
fince they take it for granted bey are infallible in 
their Doctrine: Whatever they teach in Publick ar 
Private, by Preaching or by Conferring, they una- 
nimouſly conclude all they ſay to be true, under a 
Suppoſition, that they would not teach a thing 
which they really thought to be falſe, and cauſe 
by their Doctrine the Ruin of others: And ſo ſome 
charge the Want of their Converſion to their Teach» 
ers altogether. — 

Seven thly, SOME ſay the Reaſon of their not be- 
ing converted as yet, is, becauſe zhey curſed them- 
ſelves and their Children after them in the Time of 
Chriſt's Crucifixion, as it is recorded in Matt. 27. 
25. Then anſwered all the People, and faid, His blood 
be on us, and on 6ur Children. And therefore, fince 
they are under the Curſe, they are of Neceſſity '{@ 
blind with a ſpiritual Blindneſs, that they can't 
fee the Light of the everlaſting Goſpel, and have 
(as it were) before the Eyes of their Underſtanding, 
2 Vail that hinders them from apprehending: the 
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t and true Myſteries, preſcribed in the New 
r | 
Eigbthiy and laſtly, SOME are apt to think, the 
Reaſon of their Unbelief does proceed from their be- 
ing under the Yoke of the Law, and ſo under a 
Curſe, as the Apoſtle ſays to the Galatians, 3. 10. 
For as many as are of the Works of the Law are un- 
der a Curſe; for it is written, curſed is every one 
bat continueth not in all things which are written in 
the Book of the Law to do them. Therefore (they 
ſay) ſo long as they are under a Curſe for not being 
able to obey the whole Law, and won't come out 
of that Bondage, and embrace Chriftianity, they are 
as (it were) left, and ſo they remain unconverted. 
THESE are the Eight chief Reaſons(which I can 
remember) ourDivines do give for their Unbelief : 
But with Submiſſion, I am prone to think, another 
may be given; for altho' thoſe aforeſaid ſeem to 
carry ſome Weight in them, yet if we examine each 
diſt inctly, we ſhall find ſuch Flaws in them, which 
will ſhow the Uncertainty of them. Namely, 
FO the Firſt, Thoſe that live among Proteſtants 
might be convinced of the reality of Chriſtianity, be- 
cauſe they do not worſhip Images, nor bow down to 
Stones and Stocks as the Papiſts do, but do-preach 
againft ſaid Manner of Worſhip, and teach that it 
is contrary to the Word of God, as may be plainly 
een in all their Writings. © 
FOR the Second, If the Lives and Converſation 
of ſome few Perſons ſhould ly in the Way of their 
Converſion, the Lives and Converſation of a great 


many eminent and Orthodox Chriſtians of the Pro-

FOR the Fourth, Thoſe that live under the 
Protection of ſundry pious and religious Princes, 
ever ſince they can remember, protected by the 
Laws of the Country where they li ve, (as in the 
Engliſh and Dutch Dominions, and ſundry others,) 
ſhould be converted, and invite the reſt of their 
Brethren to come, live and do as they did, and be. 
all in one Body, 1. e. under one Protection, with 
Peace and Liberty of Body and Mind. 

FOR the Fifth, Altho' the Proteſtants did and 
do differ among themſelves, and have had ſundry 
Jarrs and Animoſities concerning Religion, of 
which the learned World is ſenſible, nevertheleſs, 
they all agree in the main Point, f e. That Jeſus 
Chriſt is already come for the Salvation of all 
thoſe Sinners that believe in him; aud their Dif- 
ferences are nothing concerning a fundamental 
Point in reality, but indifferent ones. 

FOR the Sixth, Altho' in general they ate ſa 
fond of their Xabbzes, as Dr. K:4dar ſuppoſeth, yet 
the learned among them do make a great Diffe- 
rence between thoſe Doctrines which they take to 
be oral, recorded in the Talmud, Medraſhim, &c. and 
thoſe private Expoſitions, which a particular Rab- 
bi puts forth; as it may be teſtify'd by thoſe learn-

If we take them in a metaphorical 
Senſe, they may allude to the Way and Manner of 
his Government all over the Univerſe in General, 
as a Viceroy under his Father, or to his Govern- 
ment all over his Church, ſeeking her Welfare, 
to her utmoſt Advantage in a peculiar Manner, as 
we read in Mat. 11.27. All things are delivered 
unto me of my Father; and in John 13. 3. Feſus 
Rnowing that the Father had given all things into 
his Hands. But if we underftand it literally, it 
may have a Reference toChriſt's Croſs, which he bore 


upon his Shoulder, as in John 19. 17. And he bear- 


in his Croſs, went forth, &c. by which Action He

NOW after the Prophet hath told us the Hu- 
manity of Chriſt, in the aforeſaid Expreſſions, in 
the next Place he declares unto us his Godhead :

nal carries it.) | ne 
FOUR particular Names the Prophet does de- 
clare to the Jewiſh Church in particular, and to 
the whole World in general, that the true Meſſiak 
( who was to come fix hundred ears after) was to 
Have, as particular Marks to diſtinguiſh him from 
the falſe ones: Namely, | | 
1. Wonderful. 

2. Counſellor. 
3. 4 Mighty God. | 
4. An Everlofling Faihtie . 
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AND fince all the Four Titles aforeſaid belong 
to God and no one elſe, if we find them attribu- 
ted to Feſus Chriſt, we may certainly conclude Hs 
is the true Mefiah, and not a Man only, but Go4 
alſo. Therefore let us examine each one in parti- 
cular without Partiality, and we ſhall find the 
Truth thereof clearly appear to our Sight. 

Firſt, FONDERFUL. This Title may have 
Reference to one of three Things, or to all three 
together : Namely, 

1. TO Chriſt's Miraculous Works. 

2. TO his wonderful and ſupernatural Way of 
Conception. And, 

3. TO the aſtoniſhing Work of Man's Redemp- 
tion. And, 

_ Firſt, TO his miraculous Works, If we could 
examine allCh1t2*sWorks,we ſhould find he did more 
miraculous and wonderful Works in his Life-time, 
than all the Prophets rogether, even Moſes himſelf. 

THAT the MAeſiah which was to come, was to 
perform great and wonderful Works, ſuch as none 
but God is able to act or perform, (to ſhow that 
He was to be the true God himſelf, ) is clear and 
manifeſt, by what the ſame Prophet ſays in the 
35th Chapter of his Prophecies : Therein I find 
four certain Marks, wherewith we ſhould Know 
the true Meftah from any falle one, at the Time of 
his coming, (if we underſtand ſaid Prophecy as 
ſome do, which is the moſt genuine way of any 
that I know. ) 

THE Words of the Prophet are as follow : Say 
zo them that are of fearful Heart, Be ſtrong, fear 
not; Behold, your God will come and ſave you. 
And then follow the Marks of ſaid Saviour, in 
the 5th and th Verſes : Namely, Then the Eyes of 
t he Blind ſhall be opened, the Ears of the Deaf hal! 
be unſtopped : Then the lame Man ſhall leap. as an 
Hart, ana the Tongue Ki the Dumb ſhall ſing. _ 
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ALL theſe four Marks, and a great many more, 
we find recorded in at. 15. 30. agreeing to our 
Chriſt as the true Aſeſtab promiſed by the Pro- 
Phets: And great Multitudes came unto him, having 
with them thoſe that were lame, blind, dumb, maimed; 
and many others, and caſt them down at Feſus Feet, 
and he healed them. 

BY the Tokers of his wonderful Works he 
anſwered to John the Baptiſt's Dilciples, when he 
fent to him, to know whether he was the true 
Chriſt that was to come, or was not; as we read 
in Mat. 11. 4. Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto them, 
Go and ſbew Fohn again thoſe things which ye do 
bear and ſee; the Blind receive their Sight, the Lame 
do walk, the Lepers are cleanſed, and the Deaf hear; 
the Dead are raiſed up, and the Poor have the Goſ- 
pel + Fade to them: Which Anſwer plainly ſhows 
the Veracity of his Miſſion, and the Certainty of 
his being che Chri# promiſed to the World a great 
many Ages before him: For, Who ever was? Who 
is? Or, Who ever ſhall be able to perform ſuch 
wonderful and miraculous Works? Certainly none 
but He, who is the very Wonderful indeed in all his 
Actions. None but one that is God as well as Man, 
could act as he did. Let all the Powers above or 

neath, or both together, convene and join For- 
ces, and try whether they can do the lame. If 
they cannot, as Certainly they can't, then let us 
be aſſured whoever did thus is the true Meſiah, 
God as well as Man. 

Secondly, IT may have Reference to Chriſt's 


wonderful aud ſupernatural Way of Conception, 
namely, of a Virgin, overſhadowed by the Holy 


Ghoſt, without any carnal Copulation. | 
WHAT greater Wonder than this can there be? 
This ſupernatural and wonderful Way of Chriſt's 
Conception is recorded, firſt in the old Teſtament, 
| | 28 
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as it ſhould be; and ſecondly, confirmed in the 
New, as it was. 

I, IN the Old Teftament, as it fbould he, we 
find it in Iſai. 7. 14+ Behold, a Firgin hall con- 
eeive, aud bear a Son; (this is the very ſame Son 
that we are diſcourſing upon, ) and afterwards con- 
firmed by the Prophet Fer. 31.22. when he ſays, 
The Lord hath created a new thing in the Earth, a 
Woman ſhall compaſs a Man : Which Words, with 
Submiſſion, I verily think are to be underſtood 
of Chriſt's wonderful Conception, becauſe it was 
a new Thing indeed, and a thing never heard before, 
i. e. that a Virgin ſnould conceive and incompaſs a 
Man; elſe, if it was by the ordinary Courſe of Nature, 
what gew Thing would that be? And if it was by the 
Knowledge of a Man, then ſhe was no more a Vir- 
gin: And the Prophet calls her a Virgin when ſhe 
ſhould conceive; Ergo, it was done by none, or 
without Man's Knowledge, (i. e. by the ordinary 


* Coutſe of Nature,) but in a ſupernatural Way. 


2. CONFIRMED in the New Teſtament, as it 
came to paſs. We find it recorded in Max. r. 18. 


giving an Account how the Birth of Chriſt was, 


he ſays the following Words, The Birth of Chriſt 
was on this wiſe, when as his Mother Mary was 
eſpouſed to Foſeph, before they came together, 


fhe was found with Child of the Holy Ghoſt. 


NOW, ſince the Mefrah promiſed by the Pro- 
phets, was to be conceived in a different Way from 
others, namely, in a ſupernatural Way withour 
the Knowledge of any Man; and fince Feſus Chriſt 
was ſo conceived as the Evangeliſt plainly doth 
relate and athrm, let us be entirely ſatisfied that 
He is the true Meftah that was promiſed of old; 
and ſo to his Conception the Word Wonderful may 
have a Reference. 

Thirdly, THIS Word Wonderful may have ſome 
Reference to the afoniſhing Mork of Man's Re- 

+ demption 
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dempt ion. This Thing, take it as it is, is ſo won- 
derfu} and ſo aftoniſhing, that the Angels them- 
ſelves did greatly admire, and defire ro look into 
It, as it is recorded in the 1 Pet. 1.12. Which Things 
be Angels defire to look into. 

THEREFORE, Let us conclude this Point, that 
this Word Wonderful doth refer to his won- 
derfu! Works, or to his ſupernatural Way of Con- 
ception, or to his aſtouiſbing Work of Redemption in 
particular, or to all of them in general: And let 
all thoſe that can't ſhow any other Perfon to whom 
theſe Things belong, ſtop their defiled Mouths and 
Railings, and cry with us, in Admiration, the 
Words of the Pſalmiſt, Pfal. 104. 24. O Lord, how 
manifold are thy Works, in Wiſdom haſt thou made 
zhem all. 

Secondly, THE ſecond Title the Prophet gives 
to the Meftnh which was to come, is, Counſeller. 
This Title may be applyed to Chriſt in two Re- 
ſpects : Namely, with reſpect, | 
7. TO the good Counſels Hz gave to his Diſ- 
ciples and Hearers, when he was upon Earth. 

And, 

2. 10 the Publication of the New Teſtamant. 

Firſt, WITH reſpect to the gond Counſels be gave 
ro his Diſciples and Heavers, when he was upon Earth, 
This is (o infallibly true, that I do not remember 
any Body, directly or indirectly, did ever accuſe 


dim of ſtirring up the People of any Rank or 


Quality, againſt any of their Superiours; but the 
contrary we may fee . in the firſt Epiſtle of Peter, 
the ſecond Chapter throughout. 

Secondly, IT refers to the Publication of the New 
Teſtament. This was prophecied above five hun- 
dred Years before his coming, by the Prophet 
Jer. 3. 31, 32. Behold, the Days come ſaith the Lord, 
zhad I will mike a new Covenant with the Houſe of 
Iſrael, and with theHouſe of Fudah: not according to 
the Covenant that I made with their Fathers, in the Day 
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that I took them by the Hand to bring them out of 


* 


the Land of Egypt. 
ANY Body may plainly ſee, that the Prophet 
in this Place doth prophecy how God would make 


2 new Covenant, and give a new Law to his Church 


at the Fulneſs of Time, at the coming of the 
Meſfiah, quite different from that Law he gave 
them at the Time of their coming out of Egypt; 
a Law which we ſhould be guided by, becauſe 
on the fulfilling what is therein contained, doth 
depend the Salvation of our immortal Souls. 

THE Jewiſh Rabhizs of late, when they arg 
preſſed with this Prophecy, anſwer, That it is 
not to be underſtood as we ſay, (namely, that the 
Meſſiah is to give a new Law for us to be guided 
by,) becauſe the Word Law is not expreſſed in the 
Verſe, but a Covenant, which doth imply a new 
Reformation of the old Covenant, or elſe a new 
Confirmation of the Law of Moſes. To this 1 
anſwer. | 

IT is true, that in this Place the Word is 
Berith, which ſignifies a Covenant; but I find the 
Law which God gave in Mount Sinai to the 
Jewiſh Nation in particular, is called Berith al- 
lo, as in Exod. 34. 28. And he wrote upon the Ta- 
bles the Words Yauberith of the Covenant, the Ten 
Commandments. In both Places the Expreſſion is 
alike, 7. e. Berith; and if the Law was called 
Berith, and the New Teſtament is called 1Berith 
alſo, I do not ſee what Difference they can make 
between the two Berithiyoth Covenants. Neither 
do I ſee but that the ſame Words being uſed thus, may 
be very well brought to prove the Publiſhment of 
the New-Teſtament, as a new Law after Chriſt's 
coming. | 

BUT they ſay again, that this Anſwer is not 
ſufficient, becauſe the- Word Torau which figni- 
eth a Law more immediately, is not expreſſed — 

the 
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the Text; and in Caſe the Prophet had meant, that 
2 new Law ſhould be given at Chriſt's coming, 
he would ſay Forau, aod not BBerith. 

JO anſwer this Objection, I think 'tis requiſite 


only to perſwade them to read with Attention the 


following Verſe, and there they will find how the 
ſame Prophet calls this very Covenant which he 
calls before TBerith, by the Name Torau. The 
33d Verſe runs thus, Fut this Hall be Hauberith 
the Covenant that I will make with the Houſe of 
Iſrael, after thoſe Days, ſaith tbe Loyd, I will put 

oranthee, my Law in their inward Payts,&c. where 
we fee the Prophet called the Covenant which he 
mentioned before, my Law, to remove all” manner 


of Doubts of its being underſtood for the Law 


of Moſes, as they ſay. 

BUT it inay be the Brightneſs of God's Word 
will not at once let them ſee the Truth of our 
Doctrine; as a great many times it happens to thoſe 
who from the Dark, on a ſudden come, or are 
brought to the Light, that the Clearneſs and 
Brightneſs of the Sun, makes them to be blinder 
than they were before, not Becauſe the Sun is 
dark in at (elf, but becauſe they are ſo naturalized 
to Darkneſs, that the Excellency of the Sun's 
Light is too ſtrong for them: Therefore 1 ſhall 
take another Method with them, to let them ſee 
the Brightneſs of our Doctrine if I can, namely, by 
quoting to them ſome of their own Authors, by 
which Means, I hope to bring them by Degrees 
out of Darkneſs, to ſee the Brightneſs of the Sun 
of Righteouſneſs, even to the Knowledge of the 
Lord Feſus Chriſt, and the Doctrine prelcribed by 
him in the New Law, or the New Teſtament. 

IN that famous Book called echiltau upon the 
Words of the 9th Verſe of the 26th Chapter of 
Leviticus, which ſays, I will eſtabliſh my Covenant 
wi; you, has the following Sentence, viz. © And g 
6147 wil! 
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® will eFabliſh my Covenant with you, not as the 
« firſt Covenant was which you have anulled and bro- 
& ken, &c. but a new Covenant that all endure for 
G ever, as it is written, Fer. 31. 3m. Behold, the 


« Days come ſaith the Lord, that I will make a 


« new Covenant with the Houſe of Iſrael, and 
« with the Houſe of Judah. N 
THESE Words do plainly ſhow, that the Raþ- 
dies of old, underſtood that God would give a 
new Law at the coming of the Meſi ah, and they 
prove it from this Text alſo, whatever the modern 
Rabbies do underſtand now. 
AND becauſe by the Mouth of two Witneſſes 
every thing is to be eſtabliſhed, I ſhall bring ano- 
ther Witneſs, of their own, which will atreſt the 
Certainty of our Doctrine, and then in caſe they 
wont heaiken to it, but remain in their Judas ſm, 
I ſhall leave the Caſe with him who is able to 
open their Underſtanding, in the Time appointed 
according to his Promile. : 

IN that ancieat and famous Book of theirs, 
called Medraſh Koelleth, upon the laſt Word of 
the 1:ith Chapter of Eccleſiates, is recorded the fol- 
lowing Sentence, Uanity ; The Law which a Man 
« learns in #his World is Vanity in Compariſon of, or 
before the Meſſiah's Law. | 

QUT of laid Sentence any Body may plainly ſee, 
not only that they call it expreſly the Meftah's 
LAV, but that they allo ſay, this is fo much bet- 
ter than the former, that the firſt Law is a megi 
Vanity in Compariſon to the latter, i. e. the Meſþ- 
ab's LA, aud not COV EN ANT, to avoid auy 


Miſtakes for the Time enſuing, : 
Thirdly, THE third Title the Prophet gives the 


o 


Meffiah, is, A mighty God. This is a Title that cer- 
tainly cannot ſhow any thing elſe but that he is 
Gad as well as Han, The Name Ale, which fig- 
nifieth #rovg Co, ( from the Root Jupall He 
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Frexgthned,) and which King David gives to Go 
the Father, in Plal. 95. 3. For the Lord is a great 
God, the Prophet gives to the Meftah in this 
Place. Whereas, in caſe the Meftah was to be a 
Man only, as the modern Jews (and ſundry Here- 
ticks in the Church did and do) ſuppoſe, I am apt 
to think the Prophet would never have call'd him 
Jle Gibboz, 4mighty God. | 

THE modern Jewiſh Rabbies to avoid this Di- 
fficulty, do ſay, that the Name of Ale, God, ſigni- 
fieth a great many Times in the Scriptures, 4 
Fudge, &c. and therefore out of this Place the 
Divinity of Chtift cannot be proved. To this 
1 anſwer. MY 7 a 

' ALTHO! it is true, as they ſay, yet among all 
thoſe Judges, Os. which are called God or Gods in 
Holy Wrir, we never find that any of them are cal- 
led Jehovah, bur Aloim only. Therefore if I find 
2 Place where Chriſt is called with the tremen- 
dous and fearful Name Jehovah, which is the 
ſame by which God the Father is known, I hope 
they will be ſatisfied he is God alſo; fince this is 
2 Name called the Tetragrammaton, which they 
have in ſuch ſuperſtitious Veneration, that they 
wont pronounce it, not only upon common Occaſi- 
ons, (for this would be a very pious and religious 
Principle indeed, ) but refuſe to call upon God by 
this Name even in their publick' or private Wor- 
ſhip, or in reading the holy Sciiptures, which is al- 
together without Warrant. | 
THE Place where Chriſt is called Jehovah, is 
plainly to be ſeen in the Prophet Fer. 23. 5, 6. 
which is as follows, Behold, the Days come ſaith 
#he Lord, I will raiſe upon David a righteous Branch, 
and a King ſhall reign and proſper, and ſpall execute 
Judgment and Fuſtice in the Earth. In his Days Ju- 
#ah ſhall be ſaved, and Iſrael ſhall dwell ſafely : and 
#his i his Name whereby he ſhall be called, Jehovah 
our Righteouſneſs, THIS 
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THIS Prophecy they do acknowledge to be un- 
derſtood of the Meffah; and in it we plainly fee, 
how the Prophet called him Jehovah, ro teach us 
the great and high Myſtery of the Godhead of 
Chriſt; ' becauſe the Deliverance of the Church 
from the Captivity of Satan, was to be wrought by 
one that had the Power over him, and not by Man; 
for this was impoſlible for any to perform, except 
God himſelf, who was and is her true Saviour and 
Deliverer. 

WHEN the modern Fewiſh Rabbies are preſſed 
with this Argument, they ſay, that the Nama 
Jehovah is not a Name given to God only, but to 
fundry other Things alſo, as in Gen. 22. 14. Abra- 
ham called the Name of that Place where he was 
to ſacrifice his Son Iſaac, Jehovah will ſee; and 
not only Abraham, but even Moſes himſelf, after 
Joſhua fought and diſcomfited the Hamalikites, did 
build an Altar, and called it by rhe Name Jehovah, 
faying, Yehovah Nefee, Exod. 17. 15. Gideon the 
Captain, after he had ſuch good News, i. e. that he 
mould not die for the Sight he had ſeen before, did 
build an Altar unto the Lord, and called it Jehohah 
Shallom Judg. 6. 24. The Prophet Ezek. 48. 35. 
after he gave a Deſcription of Feruſalem terreſtjal 


(as they fay) he called it Jehovah there. Therefore 


(they ſay ) fince we ſee, laid Name is applied by 
ſuch Pillars of the Church as Abraham, Moſes, Gi- 
deon and Ezekiel, to other Things, i. e. the firſt to a 
Mountain, the ſecond and third to Altars, and the 
fourth to a City, and all are inanimate Creatures, far 
below the Dignity of a Man, and yet no Body can 
ſuppoſe, becauſe they are ſo called, that they are 
Jod; with much more Reaſon may we attribute 
ſaid Name to the Meſſiah as a Man, who js of more 
Digniry than Stones are, without his being more 
God than the reſt. „ 5 | 
BUT ſince the Anſwer to this Objection, which 
D leems 
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ſeems to have ſome Weight in it, has been diſtinct- 
ly given by ſundry of our Divines, I ſhall not med- 
dle with it at large, but only bring a couple of 
Authorities of their own ancient Rabbies, very au- 
thentical with them, which ſhall ſhow the con- 
trary of what they argue, and eſtabliſh the Cer- 
tainty of our Doctrine. Theſe are as follow. 

1. THE firſt is Maimonides, who in his famous 
Book called Poza Neboohim, in the ſixty-firſt 
Chapter of the firſt Part, treating upon the different 
Names, or Attributes which we find the Prophets 
did give to God, ſays thus, All the Names of the 
« moſt High which are found in the Books, (i. e. of 
* the Bible, )are derived from his Actions, and that 
« which has no Derivation in it, ig only one, i. e. the 
* Tetragtammaton, which is appropriated to the 
t H:gh only; therefore it is called a declared 
« Name, which fignifyeth the very Eſſence of the moſt 
« High, with clear Denonſtration, in which thers 14 
4 % Equal or Partner with him. But the veſt of his 
% Names, i. e. Judge, Mighty, Righteous, Merci- 
„ ful, God, c. are all Names which declare the 
« Effets and Derivation, &c. But the Tetragram- 
« maton Name is unknown as y as t9 its certain 
* Nerivation, and therefore it is attributed to him 
&« only. | 

2. TEE ſesond is that which is recorded in that 
ancient Book of theirs, called Medraſh Achau, 
which is an Expoſition upon Lamentations. Up- 
on the fixteenth Verſe of the firſt Chapter, and 
upon the Words, Becauſe the Comforter is fo from 
me, it brings in the following Sentence, Kabbi 
<« Abau be Son of Kahaynah (it being asked him 
. © before what the Comforters Name was to be) 
aid, Jehovah i his Name, as it is written in 
« Fer. 23. 5. Aud this is his Name whereby he ſhall 
© be called, Jehovah our Righteouſueſs. 
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NOW, out of ſaid Authorities I Fiber two 
Things of a very great Conſequence, Viz. 

t. THE Name called the Tetragrammaton, is of 
ſuch Excellency and Veneration, that it is to be at- 
tributed only to God, as the Supream Being, and 
no none elſe, becauſe they are all Creatures. 

2. THE Comforter of Iſrael was to be called by 
ſaid Name; from whence I draw a very fair Con- 
clufion, even according to their own Principles, 
that Chriſt the Comforter was a true God, ſince he 
is called in the Scriptures by that Name which none 
but God is to be called by“. | 

THIS Doctrine of Chriſt's DIVINITY, is ſo 
certain and ſo true an one, that altho' a great 
many. Hereticks in and out of the Church did 
queſtion it, I find one of the firſt Writers in the 
primitive Ages, calls whoſoever ſhould preach that 
there was but one God alone, ſo as to take away 
the Divinity of Chriſt, a Devil, and an Enemy of 
Righteouſneſs. (Ignatius at Aut ioch.) 

OW, ſince we te juſtified our Cauſe, (even by 
their ownAuthorities,viz-that the Sonu of Max is not 
only a Man but God alſo, ) I ſhall go on to conſider the 
fourth & laſt Title the Prophet gi vès to the Meſſiah. 

Fourthly and lafly, THE Meſſiah is called an 
Everlaſting Father, Here as to this Title we muſt 

very careful how we underſtand it; for altho' 
the Prophet called him fo, yet he doth not mean 
in that Senſe of Divine Paternity, and with that 
—— and evangelical Epithet whereby we ac- 

nowledge in our Creed, the f1# Perſon of the 
ever blefled Trinity; becauſe if we ſhould underſtand 
it ſo, we ſhould fall into a groſs Error (God forbid: )

_- Thirdly, THE third Point of the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion, which the Prophet ſpeaks of in this Place, 
is to ſhow what ſort of Government the Meſhah ij 
ſhould bear, and Vom long it hond laſs This is 
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declared in the laſt Part of the Text; namely, Tze 
Prince of Peace; of the Increaſe of his Government 
and Peace no end. 


- TWO Points are comprehended under this Head: 
Namely, 
1. WHAT Sort of Government he ſhould hear. And, 
2. HOW long it ſbould lap. 

FOR the firſt, When the Prophet has a mind to 
declare, that Chriſt's Government ſhould be with 


Peace and Amity, with Love and Union, without 


Jarrs and Debates, he ſays, The Prince of Peace; 
and in a way of Anadi plaſis, he repeats the ſame ar 
the End. This Manner of Government we find Je- 
ſus Chriſt did preach, and nothing elſe, as it is 
lain to be feen in ſundry Places of the New 
eſtament, Mat. 9. 10. And have Peace one with ano- 


tler. Rom. 12. 18. Live peaceably with all Men, 


Heb. 12. 14. Follow Peace with all Men, &c. 

- THIS is that univerſal Peace the Prophet Tſaiah 
2. 4. doth foretell ſhould be at the Time of Chriſt's 
Appearance; and fo it came to paſs, as may be 
evidenced in that General Peace that was thro' the 


whole World at the Time of his coming ; as we 


read in Luke 2. 1. Concerning the Tax that was 
hid upon all the World by Ceſar Auguſtus's De- 
Cree. | 

HERE the Jewiſh Doctors as the chief Oppoſers 
of Chriſtianity, argue thus : Feſus cannot be the 
Meſſiah promiſed by the Prophets, becauſe he plain- 
Iy ſaid, that he did not come to fend Peace on the 
Earth, but Var and Variance one agaiuft another, 
as we read in Mat. 10. 34. 35. and in Luk. 12.51. 


And all the Prophets in General foretold the con- 
trazy. To this 1 anſwer. 


1 OWN that Chriſt ſaid ſo, not becauſe I can't 
Help it, bur becauſe ſaid Expreſſions do prove and 
ſhow the Veracity of our Dottrine, if we under- 
ſtand it aright, If we examine the Words Telos 
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Jeſus Chriſt ſaid, we ſhall not find he ſaid, that he 
came to make War, (as they ſay,) but In Mazthew 
tis ſaid, to ſend a Sword, and in Luke, to give a Di- 
viſion: Which Words are to be underſtood thus. 
FOR the great Diſlaffinity that there is between 
Darkneſs and Light for the great Unequality there 
is between God and Belial, and for the great Diſ- 
proportion there is between God and Satan, Chtłiſt 


| foretels, (as one that knew all things, as one that 


knew what would come to paſs between his fol- 
lowers and thoſe that deny'd him,) that the time 
would come, when the preaching of his everlaſting 
Goſpel would make a Diviſioa between theſe two 
Parties, as if a Sword had cut them aſunder; not

ut from the great Enmity that there is between 
God and Satan, the Diviſion between the two Par- 
ties dotn proceed, as contrary and oppoſite one to 
the other, But the Goſpel it ſelf produces no- 
thing but good Will and Friendſhip among true 
Believers, as it is recorded in Acts 4. 32. And the 
multitude of them that believed were of one Heart, aud 
of one Soul. | 

Secondly, HOW long ſaid Government ſbould 118.

NOW to go thro' the great and manifold Train 
of Scripture Proofs, for to demonſtrate my Aſſerti- 
on, and Anſwer all the Objections thereof, this 
would grow to a great Bulk contrary to, my De- 
ſign at preſent, and likewiſe it would prove a Task 
Tomewhat unneceſſary for me to undertake, being 
it has been done already before now, by ſuch as are 
more able than I am, and in likelyhood, than I am 
like to be. Therefore I ſhall withdraw, and only 
take the Pattern of a Gardiner, who, when he goes 
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lato a Garden to make a Poſie for to preſent it to | 


any of his Friends; here he picks one Flower, and 
there he gathers another, and by degrees he forms 
it ſo conveniently, that it may be carried abour, 
and give that pleaſure and delight to the Sight, & 
fragtancy to the Smell, as the Qualities and Quanti- 
ties of Flowers that are in it will afford to him that 
bears it 5 but thoſe which are not ſatisfy'd with ir 
alone, they may go to the Garden themſelves, and 
there they may chooſe and pick which they pleaſe;

very nigh, Deut. 33.1. was willing before his 


Death, to make a Recapitulation of all the Laws 
of God unto his People, with ſome wholſome Ad- 
monitions; that ſo after his Death they might 
never blame him for being careleſs in diſcharging 
his Duty towards them. Therefore, after he had 
repeated the moral Law, as the unalterable Word 
till the World's End, he tells them in General of 
a Colloquy that paſs'd between them, of their de- 
firing of him to be a Mediator between God and 
them, the Lord's heating their Words, his Wiſhes 
for their Keeping their Hearts towards God all 
their Days, to fear him, to Keep his Command- 
ments, his Counſel to them, and finally, the Pro- 
miſe of God's Favour towards them, in caſe they 
would follow his Advice, becauſe the End of the 
Law was the Obedience of it. : 
AFTERWARDS he begins to particularize to 
them ſundry Obligations and Duties which ware 
incumbent upon them; and the firſt that he men- 
tions is the great and profound Myſtery of the 
Godhead, Three in Perſons, and One in Eſſence, with 
theſe Words, Hear O Iſrael, the Lord, our God, the 


Lord, is One, Moſes * with this O TES,

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becauſe without the Knowledge of the true. and 
living God, One in Eſſence, and Three in Perſons, 
none can be ſaved. Theſe three Perſons (not Gods) 
are plainly to be underſtood in the Repetition of 
the three ſacred Names, viz, THE LORD, OUR 
GOD, THE LORD, theſe three he tells them 
are One, not three, as the Words ſeem to imply, 
but One only and ſimply, without Beginning and 
without End. | 
THIS Doctrine he admoniſhes them to conſider 
and believe, when he ſaid, Hear O Iſrael. He 
might uſe the Phraſe ot Pauauzeenoo, as he did 
in Deut. 32. 1. and Exod. 15. 26. which alſo ſigni- 
fieth, Hear; but he uſes the Word Shemang, be- 
_ cauſe beſides the litteral Senſe of ir, i. e. Hear, it 
implys in it, Conſider, Take heed, Take Notice, Mind, 
Conſent alſo ; to teach & inſtiut them,that this My- 
ſtery was ſo deep, and ſo high to be underſtood, that 
a bare ſuperficial Knowledge of it was not enough to 
comprehend it; but it required a particularSrudy,& 
a deep Obſervation to bein ſome meaſure Maſter of it, 
elſe with a ſuperficial Knowledge of it only, it 
would bring a Perſon to underftand and believe, ei- 
ther that there is a Plurality of Gods, or deny the 
Trinity of Perſons in the Godhead, (as theJewiſh Na- 
tion have done of late, and the reſt of the Nations 
did of old.) This I am prone to think, is the true 
and genuine Meaning of this Scripture, elſe, i. e. if 
He meant as the Jewiſh Nation of late would have 
him mean, . d. that God is One, denying the 


* rinity of Perſons, the Verſe ſhould run thus, Na- 


uauzeenoo J(\rael Audonaup Ahaud, Hear O 1[rael, 
the Lord is One: But france he doth not ſay fo, but 
as we find it, tis as much as if in plain Words he 
Had ſaid thus, Take heed, and conſider, and give Con- 
ſent, O Iſrael, that T HE LORD the Father, OUR 
GOD the Son, THE LORD the Holy Ghokly is 1 
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DO not miſtake me, and think that there are 
three Gods of three different Eſſences, neither one 
God without the Plurality of Perſons; but yet 
there is One only God in Nature and Eſſence, and 
Three diſtin& Perſons, all equal in Power and Glo- 
ry, coequal and coeval from all Eternity. 
IHE Jewiſh Nation cannot bear to hear or think 
of ſuch Diſtin&tion as we make, viz. Th ee in Perſons, 
and one in Eſſence ;, ſaying, How can it be, that God 
is One and Three, and Thre: and, One? This Doc- 
trine (they ſay ) is ſo contrary to Reaſon, that any 
Perſon whatſoever may ſee the Abſurdity of it at 
the very firſt View. To this I anſwer. | 

LET them read and conſider the Words of the 
ſecond Article of their Creed; and in them they 
will find ( when they confeſs God's Unity ) the 
ſame Diſtinct ion of Words, and I think with more 
Abſurdity, as they call it. The Words as they are 
in their Igdal being the ſame that Moimonides ſays 
upon the Expoſition of the Miſhnau of Sanedrin, 
Chap. Relek are thus, He 7s One, and not One like 
his Unity. Now I might argue and ſay as they do, 
He is one and not one; How-can it be, for God to 
be one, and not one like unto him? This is againſt 
all Reaſon, for to be one and not one, and yet one. 
And yet for all this Contradiction of Speech, they 
believe he is one: So we Chriſtians ſay, That God 
is One and Three, and not Three, but One. And 1 
think there is more Regularity of Speech to ſay as 
we do, than to ſay as they ſay; their Doctrine be- 
ing more contradictory in it ſelf, than ours is. 

BUT fince 1 know, that ſuch Way of arguing 
is nothing but quarrelling about Words, I do not 
ſee any Neceſſity to make uſe of it, provided we 
underſtand one another; and as we do them, I hope 
they will in Fulneſs of Time underſtand us alſo. 

IHE Word Perſons is another Expreſſion which 
they cannot approve * But as I ſaid but now,

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pon him, and ſuſſer for the Salvation of all thoſe 
Sinners that believed in him; and therefore he is 
called, Our God, i. e. a Man like one of us, Sin ex- 
cepted, Heb. 4. 15. 1 Joh. 3.5. and at the ſame 
time a God alſo, coequal with the Father, who is 
firſt mentioned in the Text. | 

Secondly, THE calling the ſecond Perſon, Our 
God, was to ſhow them, that he was to be incar- 
nated, and not the firſt nor the thjrd, becauſe to 
him ( the ſecond ) belongs properly the Office of a 
Mediator and to none elſe. And | 

Thirdly and laſtly, IT may have a Reference to 
the Jewiſh Nation in particular, from whence he 
was to proceed; according to the Fleſh, as it was 
promiſed to Abraham, ſome Hundreds of Years be- 
fore, Gen. 21. 12. And he calls him Our God, i. e. 
ours in a particular Manner, from one of ours, and 
not from any Nation elſe. | 
AND that this way of expounding the Words, 
may not ſeem to them any other than a true and 
orthodox one, I will prove it with quoting to 
them one Paſſage out of a great many, which are 
to be found among their Writings ; from one who 
had the Opportunity to ſearch and examine all the 
Authors before him, that treat upon this Point, 
and fot his great Learning and Piety, Was called by
